AID TO SPAIN 
D. A Fitzgerald, director of operations for 
lorelpi operation administration, has return- 
ed to Washington from a quick trip to Spain 
urtth a first-hand report on the economic end 
of the new Spanlsh-aid prosram. The econo- 
: ', ■ mlc-aiil program la Intended to help the 
Spanish people and raise their standard of 
Ilvlnff, 

In Madrid, Mr, Fitzgerald stayed at the new 
i: American chain hotel, Costellano, which he 
~ found already crawling with U. Q. five per 
' centers hoping to cut themselves In on a 
few fast bucks out of tins 220 million dollar 
program. Of this, 85 million dollars Is to be 
economic old. 

One of the major objectives of the Ameri- 
can program te to keep the fiTo/Jers— Span- 
ish and American— from getting any of It 
and to give the Bpanlsh people maximum 
benefits. To achieve this, U. S. Air Force 
Oen. A. W. Klssner hos awarded the air and 
baval base engineering contract to a com- 
bination of four American firms. 

The prime contract for construction will 
be given to a similar partnership, which will 
]et subcontracts to Spanish and American 
Ilnna. This Is where the five per centers hope 
to chisel in. The navy's bureau of wards and 
docks Jiaa been assigned to supervise the 
contract and keep them out. 

Fighting off five per centers was only one 
of the minor irritations In Hotel Costellano. 
"Everybody wos throwing cocktall parttea for 
•verybody else, to win friends and influence 
contracta, and the elevators weren't working 
regularly. This last Item was due In part to 
the fact that they were of European manu- 
facture, In part to the fact that the elevator 
— power waa-on-onJy-throo days-a week. 
The power shortage waa duo to a bad 
drought this past summer. 

This has brought the American-aid ml5- 
elon In Madrid, under Edward L. Williams of 
New York, former president of the Insurance 
Executives association, sharp up against 
Spain's greatest economic need today. ' 

V tter two years of good crops, this year' s 
drought has caused a terxime crop fauura. To 
teed her people, Spain will have to Import 
between 700,000 und cne million tons of 
wheat, Tb6 cost trtll run between 00 million 
ftnd 70 million dollars. In other words, about 
70 per cent of the 85 million dollars allocated 
tor economlc^ald' to Spain thls^ear could be 
spent for wheat alone. Conditions are that 
bad. 

To the credit of the Spanlih government, 
however, not much of the V. 8. aid niay have 
to be allocatcd to wheat purchases. Out of 
theh: own meager resources, the Spaniards 
have managed to buy nearly IIDD,0DO tons of 
- Theat from Turkey, Sweden, the Argentine 
and the U. s.— wherever Ihey could buy it 
Cheapest. - 

Buying the wheat has meant that Spain 
has had to cut down on Imports of other ncc- 
«ssltles, and that does not help her economy. 
But when It was suggested that Spain might 
qualify for free wheat under President Elsen- 
hower's foreign famine relief program, Span- 
ish Minister of Commerce Manuel Arburua 
rejected aid In that form.
